The upper-age limit is relaxable upto 45 years (50 years In case 
of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes) for the first two exa- 
minations to be held under this scheme. 

(c) At least five years’ service In Class IV would be essential 

(d) The maximum number of recruits by this method would be limited 
to 10 per cent of the vacancies in the Lower Division Clerks occur- 
ring in a year (unfilled vacancies would not be carried over)”.

G.S.R. 1194. — In exercise of the powers conferred by th,e proviso tp article 
309 of the Constitution, the Persident hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to the post of Project Officer In the Civil Aviation

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These Rules may be called the Project 
Officer Recruitment Rules, 1970.

Provided that the upper age-limit specified In column 6 of the said Schedule 
may be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons In accordance with the 
orders Issued by the Central Government from time to time. 
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5 Disqualifications. — No persons, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person havlnj 

a spouse livmg, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with any person. 

shall be eligible for appointment to service. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage 
is permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

6, Liability to serve in the Defence Services. — Every person appointed to the 
said post after the comm sncement of these rules shall, if so required, be liable to 
serve in any defence service or post connected with the defence of India, for a 
period of not less than four years including the period spent on training, if any: 

Provided that such person: — 

(a) shall not be reculred to serve as aforesaid after the expiry of ten years 

from the date of such appointment; and 

(b) shall not ordinarily be required to serve as aforesaid after attaining the 

age of forty years. 

7. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it ig 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, after consultation with the Union Public 
Service Commission, by or3er, and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules in respect of any class or category of persons.

(b) clause (c) shall be renumbered as clause (d) and before it 1 b so re- 

numbered. the following clause shall be inserted, namely: — 

“(c) track circuits or axle counters, or”; 

(iv) in chapter XVIII for the heading of part B, the following heading shall 

be substituted, namely: — 

“B. STATIONS AT WHICH ELECTRICAL TOKEN OR BLOCK 
INSTRUMENTS OR TRACK CIRCUITS OR AXLE COUNTERS 
ARE PROVIDED FOR BLOCK WORKING.”; 

(v) for rule 349, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

“349. Sigiuilling of trains, — Every running train shall, in its progress from 
block station to block station, be signalled on electric block instru- 
ments or by means of track circuits or axle counters.”; 

<vi) in rule 362, for sub-rule (ii). the following sub-rule shall be substi- 
tuted, namely: — 

"(ii) On sections provided with electric block instruments of tokenless 
type as mentioned in sub-rule (b) of rule 347 or track-circuits or 
axle counters as mentioned in sub-rule (c) of rule 347, trains may 
proceed from one block station to another on signal indications only 
m lieu of tangible authority as mentioned in sub-rule (i)”;

G.S.R, 1211. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules to amend the 
U.D.C. (Telegraphists) Rules, 1969. 

1. (1) These rules may be called the UDC (Telegraphists) Amendment Rules. 
1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Schedule to the UDC (Telegraphists) Riles, 1969 

(1) For the existing entry under column (10), the following entry shall be 

substituted, namey; — 

“By deputation or on transfer”; 

(2) For the existing entries under column (11), the following entries shall 

be substituted, namely; — 


(1) Deputation of~ 

(a) Officers of Grade VI of the General Cadre of the Indian Foreign 

Service, Branch (B); 

(b) Telegraphists from the Posts and Telegraphs Department who~have~ 

put in at least 3 years of service; 

(Period of deputation ordinarily not to exceed 3 years); and 

(ii) Transfer of permanent Telegraphists from the Posts and Telegraphs 
Department.
